Trillion-Dollar Economy 

The nation’s Gross National 
Product should rise to a new 
record rate in 1971, with the 
year’s average exceeding the 
trillion-dollar mark. This meas- 
ure of the dollar value of goods 
and services produced in current 
dollars, is expected to average 
approximately 6% above the rate 
for 1970. However, much of the 
gain will stem from price in- 
creases; on a deflated basis, 
Gross National Product will 
show a much smaller increment, 
perhaps approximating 3%. 
Greatest part of the strength is 
expected to occur during the first 
half-year, with the first three 
months evidencing most of the 
vigor, yet with the second quar- 
ter sustained at a high level.
